. , Source •.learned that ERNEST GILBERT, with 

BILLYMEANS , V 7 as scheduled to go. to Canton, Mississ- 
ippi, to make a talk to the group of UKA, Inc. members 
in Canton.’ ERNEST GILBERT and BILLY l-EANS met JIMIY 
KING in Canton; •hox'7evef, no members of the UKA, Inc, 
shovjed ,up for the meeting. Source stated that after 
the group learned of the assassination of MARTIN LUTHER 
KING, JR^ they returned to Jackson, Mississippi. Source 
stated that evidentl.y, there is not to much interest in 
the Klan activities in Canton j inasmuch as no one showed 
up for the meeting,. I- 

On- April 5, 1968, source was able to determine 
that ERNEST GILBERT was in Prentiss, Mississippi, where 
he met V7ith Klan members m that area. There xi7ere -approxi- 
mately five’ individuals who met, those being (FNU) BISHOP, 
BILLY GRAHAM, and two members of the IJKKKKOM, whom source 
did not know. The meeting- concerned reactivating the 
Klan in the Prentiss, Mississippi, area; however, the 
general consensus was that things have been so bad in . ' 

the Prentiss area, that people do not want anything fur- , 
ther to do with the Klan., and source, is of the opinion 
that it would -be 'quite difficult to 'get a unit of the Klan 
started/with any enthusiasm- in that -area, s- 

Source ' learned on April 6 , 1968 , that Dr . E'VSRETT 
MITCHELL from Greenville, Mississippi, says that the FBI 
is continually harassing SONNY FLOYD regarding KING's 
death, . - '' - 

Source stated he had been .able to determine that 
ERNEST GILBERT was in contact .with all Exalted Cyclops of 
the OKICKK in reference ’ to the death', of MARTIN LUTHER KING,, ' 
JR. It seems that .GILBERT was cautioning all of his' members 
to ref rain .. from doing anything which might cause' any problem 
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with the Negro people. 

Source stated GILBERT had gone to Lexington, 
Mississippi, inasmuch as he had heard from W, L. ELLIS 
that the Negroes were rioting, that is, throwing bottles 
and burning the town. Source stated that upon arrival 
in Lexington, GILBERT found that there was no trouble 
and later returned to Jackson, 

CARL SMITH from Monticello, Mississippi, is 
going to Alabama for several months to work. Someone 
else, identity unknom at this time, will probably be 
put in charge to handle CARL SMITH'S unit in Monticello. 

Source stated that JACK SEALE attended a , 
Province meeting at GEORGE BALLARD 's place in Brookhaven, 
•Mississippi, which is the third Province of the UKA, Inc, 

- There were around eight men in attendance at this province 
meeting. JACK SEALE stated in his opinion there- is not 
very much ■ interest , generated on the part of the members 
in the Brookhaven, Mississippi , area at this time since 
they had such a poor showing at the province meeting. 

Source attended a meeting at a sign painter’s 
place in Greenwood, Mississippi, on April 8, 1968, and 
stfated the individual’s first name is ROY (LNU) . It seems 
the Negroes broke his window with a brick and he there- 
after painted a sign on the window stating, "This glass 
■ broken by a yellow-bellied nigger". Source stated the 
police. Mayor, and City Attorney have attempted to get 
him to remove the sign; however, he refuses to do so. 
Source stated his place is being guarded by Old White 
Knights members* 

Source stated there were about tx^/enty people 
at the meeting in Greenwood,. Mississippi, and they indi- 
cated an interest in joining the Community Defense Force 
(CDF); however, source does not know at this time whether 
they will .be perm.itted to join. WAYNE QUARRELS v/ants 
these' men in the CDF; however, source is of the opinion 

that they will..cause irreparable harm to the reputation 
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of the CDF. ■ , ■ , • 

, . Source V7as in contact with HARRY KELLEY who 

indicated that he is going to quit helping the "nuts" 
after he resolves the J.L. HARPER case and the assault 
case involvi.ng the HALTCINS ’ . Source stated KELLEY keeps 
bringing- up' the bombings and saying the FBI will indict , 
someone for it before long. Source is of the opinion that 
KELLEY is very worried about something; hov/ever, source 
has been unable to determine at this time exactly what 
it is. ■ ' 

Soured stated that after HARRY. KELLEY was 
arrested by the Sheriff’s Department and made bond, he 
v/as extremely upset and blamed the FBI for the cause of 
all his tK'oubles . KELLEY stated the FBI had him arrested 
for the primary purpose in emb'arrassing him, inasmuch as 
-he was building up a very good practice, and the FBI 
does not want him- to have a good practice, . * 

Source learned that KELLEY and other individuals 
who v;ere arrested were making the statement, that BURRIS 
DUNN was the individual who was talking to the FBI; how- 
ever, JOE DENVER HAWKINS disagreed Vvfith them and stated 
DUNN would not talk. 

JOHN POOLE and HARRY KELLEY got together and 
were going to attempt to set a trap for the individual 
who is talking and try and catch him. Source was unable 
to determine what method they were going to use, but felt 
sure they V70uld put this into effect immediately. 

Source stated the only unit of the OKKKK in 
Rankin County is the one .located at Puckett,' Mississ- 
ippi, and- GRADY COOK is the Exalted Cyclops of this unit. 
Source statbd the unit is not very active at the present 
■ time , '

$10 donation for the APWR. On 4/5/68, source reported 
that HAUGHTON had commented that , he .had gotten $10 dona- 
tions, from a number of people other than Klansmen, for 
the APWR dinner. 

Source reported that the membership was still 
talking of the trials in Hattiesburg, and that they were 
still expressing pleasure and confidence in the trials 
since the result of the DE BOXTEL hung jury. He stated 
that he felt that their loyalty to the Klan was being 
maintained through the trials of these individuals, but 
if there are other convictions, he believes they (the 
Klan) will gradually die out. He doubts very seriously 
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if all the members .will pay their dues however, they 
may, but remaina'7ay as they., have, in the past, only 
contributing their, dues to the Klan. 

There has been some comments in the member- 
ship about B0V7ERS not blaming PITTS or his testifying 
agai.nst him, and it is believed that this reaction by 
BOWERS was motivated mainly by the fact that PITTS 
had based his changeover on his religious beliefs, ■ 

On 4/5/68, source reported that about all he 
had heard that day were comments concerning the assassi- 
nation of MARTIN LUTHER KING. Many' resented the big play 
he was getting, and very few expressed any displeasure at 
the act. He stated he was surprised at some' of. the business 
people that were commenting as they were; however, he felt 
that any other reflection would indicate they thought it 
was a very bad thing because of the influence on the rest 
of the nation.

ARMISTEAD, who is completely cooperative with 
the Jackson Office, advised that he is the same person 
who was formerly the Security Officer for U.S. Overseas 
Airlines, formerly based at Cape MaJiS^, New Jersey.
